CHAP. I. 
OF EXTRAORINARY MEETINGS. 


I. 
An extraordinary meeting to be held on the firſt 
Saturday of January, at one o'clock, to receive propoſals 
for the alteration or amendment of the laws. Every 
ordinary member, if abſent, ſhall be fined ſixpence, each 
roll-call. 


II. 
From the firſt Thurſday of June, to the firſt Thurſday 
of November, incluſively, there ſhall be an extraordinary 
meeting of the ſociety on the firſt Thurſday of every 
month, to diſcuſs papers, if that may ſeem neceſſary, 
or to regulate ſuch matters as may come before them, 
either remaining from the preceding, or preparatory to 
the enſuing ordinary meetings; and every reſiding ordi- 
nary member, who abſents himſelf from theſe meetings, 
thall be fined ſixpence, each roll-call. 


III. 

If any member propoſe an extraordinary meeting, the 
preſident ſhall direct the ſociety to convene, within 
forty-eight hours, if the buſineſs be conſidered by the 
ſociety as ſuſſiciently important.

OF PRESIDENTS. 


I. 

On the laſt ordinary meeting of November, four annual 
preſidents ſhall be elected, and the manner of election ſhall 
be as ſollows: Each member, according to ſeniority, 
ſhall deliver in a liſt of four gentlemen, whom he votes 
for. The preſident ſhall immediately appoint five 
oldeſt members to examine the number of votes foFeach ; 

after which a report will be made. 


II. 


In the "OE of the preſident, the oldeſt member ſhall 
officiate. 


III. 


The preſident may prevent any member from ſpeaking 
more than twice, on the ſame ſubject, in private buſineſs. 


IV. 

The preſidents are to officiate in their turns, according 
to ſeniority. And if the preſident in rotation be abſent 
at the hour of meeting, without having obtained another 
preſident to act in his place, he ſhall be fined two ſhillings 
and ſixpence.

The preſident ſhall attend to, and regulate the debates; 
and for any irregularity, he may impoſe a fine, not exceed- 
ing two ſhillings and ſixpence: He is to cenſure any per- 
ſonal, or unpolite expreſſion, and if the offending member 
refuſe to makę ſuch conceſſions, as the majority of the ſo- 
ciety ſhall think proper, he ſhall be immediately expelled.

CHAP. VL 
OF THE TREASURER. 


A treaſurer is to be elected, on the ſame day that the 
preſidents are choſen. 'The funds of the ſociety are to be 


_ entruſted to his care, and he is to be reſponſible to the 
ſociety. 
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ſociety. He is to give in a ſtate of them at any time when 
called upon. Should he prove negligent, or unfaithful in 
his office, another is to be ſubſtituted in his place. 


CHAP. n. 
OF THE SECRETARY. 


I, 

At the beginning of every ſeſſion, or on a vacancy, any 
gentleman, properly qualified, may petition for the office 
of ſecretary: ſuch petition to be balloted for, and deter- 
mined by a majority. 


II. 

He ſhall take care to mark the fines, provide any ne- 
ceſſaries the ſociety may direct, and call the roll. He 
ſhall alſo inſert in a book, provided for the purpoſe, the 
whole of the private buſineſs, at the end of each meeting, 
which is to be ſigned by the preſident. 


III. 
Ihe ſecretary, for every neglect of duty, ſhall be fined 
a ſum not exceeding five ſhillings.

OF DISSERTATIONS.

On the third ordinary meeting in March, each member 
ſhall, under the penalty of five ſhillings and ſixpence, de- 


liver into the hands of the preſident, the ſubject of the 
diſſertations on which they propoſe to write the enſuing 
winter. A committee ſhall be appointed to determine the 
propriety of them; and if two or more propoſe the ſame 

ſubject,

ſubject, the ſenior member is to have his choice, and the 
reſt make a new one. If any ſubject be rejected by 
the committee as improper, the member from whom it 
came ſhall, under the fame penalty, deliver in another at 
the next meeting, to be judged of by the Committee. 


II. 

At the firſt meeting in November, the two oldeſt ordli- 
nary members ſhall deliver into the preſident their papers; 
the firſt his Latin, the ſecond his Engliſh diſſertation, to 
be diſcuſſed : and on the ſame night, the latter 1s to give 
in his Latin, and the firſt his Engliſh diſſertation, for tranſ- 
cription, which are to be diſcuſſed on the night following, 
and ſo on in rotation. 


III. 
Any member, not giving in his diſſertation at the time 
appointed, ſhall be fined five ſhillings for each neglect. 


IV. 

Any member, prevented by indiſpoſition, or by abſence 
from town, and who cannot write in the order of the 
lift, ſhall be conſidered as the firit to furniſh papers, on his 
return to the ſocicty. 


V. 
Every author, who is abſent more than ten minutes 
during the diſcuſhon of his paper, ſhall be fined two ſhil- 
lings and ſixpence; and if abſent the whole night, he ſhall 
be fined five ſhillings, befide the uſual fines of non- 
attendance.
